13 whomthe |icense was i ssued, as herein provided. Such notice

Sec. 12. Nonconpliance; notice. The Departnent nust, in

any proceeding to suspend, revoke, or refuse to issue a
| i cense, first serve or cause to be served upon the
applicant; or licensee a witten notice specifying the way or
ways in which the sueh applicant or licensee has failed to
conply with this Act; or any rules, regulations, or standards
promul gated by the Departnent pertaining thereto. 1In the
case of a revocation or suspension, this notice shall require
insanitary or objectionable condition; specified in the sueh
notice; within 5 days or within a |longer period of tine as

may be allowed by the Departnment, but not exceeding the tine

limts inposed under Section 18.1. If the licensee fails to

conply with other terns and conditions of the notice; within
the tinme specified or such extended period of tinme, the
Department may revoke or suspend the sueh license. |If an
applicant fails to conply wth this Act or; rules, of
regul ations, or standards promulgated wunder this Act, the
Departnent may refuse to issue a |icense.

Sec. 18.1. Tine limts for renedial action. Wenever a

person is required to take action to correct a violation of

this Act or the rules adopted under this Act, that renedial

action nust be:

(1) bequn wthin 30 days after receipt of the

notice specifying the required renedial action, or within

such shorter time as nay be specified in the notice or

establi shed by order, statute, or rule; and
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(2) conpleted within 90 days after recei pt of the

notice specifying the required renedial action, or within

such shorter time as nay be specified in the notice or

establi shed by order, statute, or rule.

Sec. 19. Civil and crininal penalties.

(a) Any person who violates this Act or any rule or

regul ati on adopted by the Departnent under this Act or who

violates any determ nation or order of the Departnment under
this Act shall be guilty of a Oass A m sdeneanor and shal
be fined a sum not |I|ess than $100. Each day's violation
constitutes a separate offense.

(b) In addition to any other penalty provided under this

Act, the Departnent (or a unit of local governnent acting

under Section 10) in an adnministrative proceeding, or the

court in an action brought wunder subsection (c) of this

Section, nmy inpose upon any person who violates this Act or

any rule or requlation adopted under this Act, or who

violates any determnation or order of the Departnent under

this Act, a civil penalty not exceeding $1,000 for each

viol ati on pl us $100 for each day that the violation

continues.
(c) The State's Attorney of the county in which the
violation occurred; or the Attorney Ceneral may shall bring

stueh actions for the enforcenent of this Act and the rules

adopted and orders issued under this Act, in the nane of the

People of the State of Illinois, and ef may, in addition to
other remedies provided in this Act, bring an action for an

injunction to restrain any actual or t hr eat ened sueh

vi ol ati on, or to enj oin the operation of any sueh

establ i shnment operated in violation, or to inpose or collect

a civil penalty for any violation.
